Show director, Susie 
McKenna, said: “This is 
one the most technical 
shows we’ve ever done.

We 
really pushed the boat out 
this year. But we’ve also 
tightened our belts to 
bring the best show we 
can, that is also value for 
money - and the reaction 
has been amazing.

Host borough for 
2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games 
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Halt the spread 
of betting shops 

READERS may remember that a couple of years ago I 
launched a campaign to ask the Government to look at the 
laws surrounding betting shops to make it easier for 
councils to control the number of new ones opening in their 
area. 

At the time, residents and traders in Clapton were rightly 
annoyed about a proposed third betting shop on 
Chatsworth Rd. Although I and local councillors supported 
their campaign, in the end the Council was legally 
powerless to prevent it. 

The issue hasn’t gone away and 
the Council has been working 
behind the scenes to find ways 
to get the changes to legislation 
that we need to control the 
proliferation of betting shops. 

The Government has invited 
councils, through the Local 
Government Association (LGA), 
to submit proposals under the 
Sustainable Communities Act, for ways that they can be 
given extra powers to change their areas for the better. 

We put forward a proposal for councils to gain the 
necessary powers to be able to control the spread of 
bookies, and we have just learnt that our idea is likely to be 
short-listed by the LGA for further consideration. 

We will find out at the end of this month whether it has been 
one of the few selected to go forward to ministers for their 
consideration. If it does go through to the Government for 
approval, we will certainly be lobbying them again to 
persuade them of our case. 

There is still a long way to go in this process, but I think it is 
really important that we make every effort we can to get 
this change to the law. 

I know from my postbag that it is an issue that many 
residents feel strongly about and that there is a sense of 
real frustration that no matter how strong the community 
campaigns or the Council supports them, current laws do 
not allow us to protect our own high streets and help fill 
them with the kind of shops that local people want to see. 

I am committed to campaign on behalf of residents to 
improve the quality of our town centres and, if this is 
successful, it will be a step in the right direction.

Tackling hate

C oncerns about 
homophobic 
attacks and 
harassment in 
Shoreditch were the subject 
of a gathering of police 
officers, councillors and a 
local MP. 

Hackney’s Cabinet 
Adviser on Crime, Cllr 
Julius Nkafu, was joined by 
Hackney South MP, Meg 
Hillier, on a walkabout in 
Hackney Road. They then 
joined a meeting at the 


Joiners Arms - a pub 
popular with the Lesbian, 
Gay and Transgender 
(LGBT) community in 
Hackney - to talk about 
recent incidents and discuss 
how to tackle the issue. 

Hackney police told the 
meeting that there had been 
5 8 incidents of 
homophobia and 42 
incidents of transphobia 
reported during 2009. 

Most of the reports were 
about verbal abuse, but in 
recent months there have 
been three cases of grievous 
bodily harm. 

The links between 
alcohol and abusive 


behaviour were discussed, 
as was the importance of 
street lighting, CCTV, and 
the need to monitor 
cameras for intelligence. 

Cllr Nkafu said: 
“Hackney has been 
shocked by these recent 
attacks and I would like to 
assure members of the 
LGBT community that the 
Council takes issues of hate 
crime very seriously, and 
that we are determined to 
work with the police and 
local communities to put a 
stop to this.” 

Meg Hillier said: 
“Hackney has a deserved 
reputation for tolerance,

Beating the bookies 

PROPOSALS to give councils the powers to control the 
spread of betting shops could become a reality, thanks to a 
review of the Sustainable Communities Act. 

The Local Government Association asked councils to come 
up with ideas for new laws to help shape sustainable 
communities. 

Hackney’s proposal to manage the number of bookies is 
likely to be on a shortlist, from which the Government will 
select proposals to become law. Hackney has one of 
the highest amounts of betting shops in the country, 
and residents have campaigned against new ones. 
The Council does not currently have the powers 
to control betting shops, however. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet Member for Customer 
Services and Sustainability, said: “It would be a real 
boost if we could get these powers on the statute 
books. It’s been very frustrating that the Council 
does not have the legal powers we need to 
respond to residents’ concerns on this 
issue. 

“No one is saying that there is no 
place for bookmakers on our high 
streets, but when they exist in 
such large numbers it has a 
detrimental effect on the 
character of local shopping areas," 
she added. 

The final shortlist for the proposals will 
be announced in the New Year.

Praise for care 


A GOVERNMENT watchdog has 
rated Hackney as ‘excellent’ for its 
provision of adult social care. 

The Care Quality Commission 
awarded the borough top marks in 
its annual performance assessment, 
meaning Hackney’s adult social 
care services are rated among the 
best in the country.

Problem pub shut after raid 

A PUB where drugs were 
being used has been closed, 
after a joint raid by police 
and the Council. 

Four people were arrested 
in the Cricketers, 

Cricketfield Road, E5, on 27 
November for a range of 
offences including for 
possession with intent to 
supply, possession of 
cannabis, obstructing a 
search and immigration 
offences. 

During the raid, several bags of cannabis were seized and 
swab tests revealed the use of class A drugs around the 
pub, and an order to close the premises was obtained. 
Hackney Downs Safer Neighbourhoods Team acted after 
they received a number of complaints from residents that 
the pub was being blighted by anti-social behaviour. 
Sergeant Barrie Beyler said: “It is an irresponsibly-run pub 
and we will now seek to use licensing legislation to close it 
down permanently. 

“This temporary closure order would not have been 
possible without the support of local residents and I would 
urge any others who have yet to come forward to contact 
my team so that their concerns can be addressed.”

P ANTO? I said. ‘All 
that dressing up and 
cross-dressing? You 
must be joking,’” 
recalls Tameka Empson. 

Ironically, this is the same 
woman who broke out in a 
loud Tina Turner medley in 
a busy West End music 
store. And the same woman 
who stripped in front of a 
bemused stranger in the 
middle of a fast food 
restaurant before 
demanding £35. 

As one third of the hit 
hidden camera comedy 
show ‘3 Non-Blondes’, 
Tameka became known for 
her outrageous antics, 
duping unsuspecting 
members of the public - 
and her personality veers 
from funny to affectionate 
to theatrical, with a 
blistering pace that lends 
itself to improvisation. 

It was renowned director 
Susie McKenna who 
convinced Tameka to take 
to the stage in Hackney 
Empire’s famed panto. And 
five years later she’s still on 
board. Currently playing 
the Empress of China in 
Aladdin, a show with so

Teams of promoters have been knocking on doors in the borough to spread the word about new materials that can now be recycled 


Q: I always have so much left 
over food during the 
Christmas holidays and it 
seems such a waste to 
throw it away. Is there any 
advice you can give which 
means the food can be put to 
better use? 


A: If you live in a street level 
property you can recycle your 
food waste through the Blue Bin scheme. This is a weekly 
Council service that collects kitchen scraps for composting. 

Up to 34 per cent of what goes into an average Hackney 
household bin can be composted, which includes your food 
and garden waste. 

For this reason the Council offers residents a choice of heavily 
subsidised compost bins and wormeries - saving up to 70 per 
cent of the original retail price. 

Alternatively, why not create mouth-watering dishes from your 
leftovers with the ‘Food Lovers Cookbook’, produced as part of 
the Love Food Hate Waste campaign. The cook book is packed 
with recipes and tips, and suggests meals that can be made 
with leftover ingredients.

Keep on recycling over Xmas 


BRITAIN creates an 
estimated three million 
tonnes of rubbish over the 
festive period - half of 
which could be recycled - 
but it’s never been easier to 
do your bit and reduce 
waste. 

Cardboard packaging, 
empty jars of cranberry 
sauce and the foil from the 
turkey, as well as 
Christmas trees, can all be 
recycled. 


People in street level 
properties should place 
appropriate materials in 
their Green Box as usual, 
while those who live on an 
estate or in a high-rise can 
use recycling bins, usually 
found near entrances. 

Real Christmas trees can 
be left outside for recycling 
if residents use the Brown 
Bin scheme. Residents in 
estates or high rises can 
drop off Christmas trees at 


Millfields Depot between 
28 December and 15 
January, or they can be 
collected via the Council’s 
bulky waste service. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: “By 
recycling as much possible 
this Christmas, you’ll be 
doing something positive 
for yourself and your 
community, helping to 
reduce pollution and 


saving resources. This also 
helps the Council to run 
more effectively by saving 
the money it would cost to 
send these materials to 
landfill. This money can 
then be invested in key 
services.”

Andrzej Kuszell, project director, said: “We are particularly 
proud City Academy has captured the imagination of 
Hackney’s community. The pupils claim it is ‘the best 
school ever’.” 

Plastic bag petitioners 

SOME of the borough’s 
youngest green campaigners 
have called on the Council to 
make Hackney a plastic bag 
free zone. 

Pupils from London Fields 
Primary attended a full 
Council meeting to ask steps 
are taken to make Hackney 
the first plastic bag free 
borough in London. 

The idea was born from a 
school project that looked at 
the rise in supermarket 
reusable bags, as well the 
impact of plastic waste on the environment. 

Year Six teacher Christina Sawo said: “The initiative was all 
the children’s idea. They got family and friends to sign a 
petition, have been working hard to promote recycling and 
put together a speech to say in front of the Council. 

“It has been a great chance for them to make a difference 
and get involved in local democracy.” 

Responding to the deputation, Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet 
Member for Sustainability, said the Council could not ban 
plastic bags, but was undertaking a large amount of work to 
encourage residents and shops not to use them. 

Plastic bags made up a small proportion of Hackney’s 
waste, she added, and the Council was tackling other major 
recycling issues, such as food waste which contributed 38 
per cent of all waste in the borough. Cllr Linden finished by 
saying the Council would do all it could to support the pupil’s 
campaign.

ON my first panto outing as a child, my 
father whisked me from the theatre 1 0 
minutes after the curtain rose. 

Gravely concerned that my spirit would be 
permanently crushed by the terror that was 
a man dressed unconvincingly as a rat, he 
failed to note my enthusiasm. 

As an adult my liking for a hissable baddie is 
undiminished. And although the fabulous 
Clive Rowe owns the Empire stage as 
Widow Twankey, David Ashley’s snarling 
sarcasm as Abanazar is a highlight of the 
11th annual pantomime. 

Picking out highlights is not an easy matter 
in director Susie McKenna’s production, 
where the cast’s enthusiasm for their work 
is so apparent that it is impossible to tell 
whether their occasional slip-ups are 
genuine or contrived. 


Anyone who has been to the Empire panto 
in recent years will recognise the recipe, but 
it has been magically reworked around the 
old Arabian Nights favourite. The story, 
costumes and set are as fresh as Aladdin’s 
hapless brother Wishy Washy (Matt 
Dempsey) when he emerges from a giant 
washing machine. 

Not one, but a duo of lovelorn genies (Kat B 
and Josephine Melville); a garish and 
demanding Empress of China (Tameka 
Empson); and Anna Jane Casey’s teetering- 
heeled Aladdin keep the action moving 
along nicely. 

The music - ranging from Beyonce and

The cost of human life

A Real Humane Person Who Cares And 
All That, Areola Theatre, Dalston,

MINIMALISM usually can go either two 
extreme ways: make you appreciate details, 
design and flavour, or leave you feeling very 
hungry, cheated and wishing the money 
was spent on something more substantial, 
like chips. 

Thankfully, three scintillating actors and a 
biting script later should leave most more 
than satisfied: ‘A Real Humane Person Who 
Cares And All That’ is an hour of scathing 
comedy and chilling storytelling. 

The story follows the fall-out of three 
missing British writers in a Central Asian 
country the subsequent panic of 
ambassadors, civil servants and 


businesses. Each scene is played out 
brilliantly by Daniel McGowan, Benjamin 
Peters and Tiffany Wood, who together 
portray the moral struggles facing the play’s 
nine characters. 

Within minutes the overbearing nature of 
being close to the actors in an undersized, 
empty set is replaced by the magnificent 
dynamics of the trio on stage. 

There are knowing references to post- 
colonial politics and a Britain-knows-best 
attitude to foreign policy that seem to 
borrow, but never steal, satirical aspects 
from ‘Yes Minister’. These comic interludes 
usually take the audience unawares and 
chops neatly between intelligent dialogue. 
Yet at its core is a darker ethical message: 
the cost of a human life and if some lives - 
especially if they’re British - are ‘more 
equal’ than others.

A hole new world 

UTILITY companies will need a permit before digging up 
Hackney’s roads from 1 1 January 201 0, after the 
Government approved a TfL scheme. 

The aim is to reduce congestion and improve traffic flow 
across London, as it will allow TfL and local councils to plan 
and co-ordinate the timing of roadworks. 

It could prove to be a key measure for reducing the 
disruption to road users caused by the 300,000 holes dug 
in London’s roads by utilities companies every year. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“This scheme has the potential to make a big difference to 
Hackney’s road users. It will hopefully cut the 
inconveniences caused by badly timed road works and 
allow the Council to set conditions for companies to help 
minimise disruption.” 

Action will be taken against utility companies which do not 
meet the conditions of their permit.
